"The equipment promises to 


make the law enforcement offi- 
cer's job safer and easier, and 
will cost the taxpayer less," 
said Malcolm Schwartz, presi- 
dent of Infinetics, Inc., a Wil- 
mington, Del., producer of elec- 
tronic magnetic devices.

Here an officer 
cna point the sensor-equipped 
nightstick, cane or flashlight, at 
him to find the location of the 
metal object.

partments of Wilmington, Del., 
Detroit, New York and other cit- 
ies are evaluating the new de- 
vice. The detectors were used at 
the entrance to the courtroom in 
the recent New Jersey Mafia 
hearings, he said. 


They caught no one with con- 


cealed weapons except detec- 
tives or other persons author- 
ized to use them, but turned up 
two persons who were trying to 
smuggle tape recorders into the 
room, he said.

coach of a team that dominated 
the National Basketball Asso- 
ciation in the decade just past, 
added a bit of typical Russell 
spice to the award. 


"There were only two dom- 


inating teams during that dec- 
ade, the Green Bay Packers 
and the Celtics," ho said. For 
the spice, he added: 


"I was offended when one tel- 


evision network named the New 
York Mots as the team of the 
decade." 


"They coulda Just as well 


named the New York Jets. They 
were an expansion team, too, 
and they didn't win anything 
until the last year of the dec- 
ade." 


Russell's credentials are con- 


siderable. 


The list started at McLy- 


monds High School in Oakland, 
Calif., and began growing at 
the University of San Francis- 
co where Russell, an AH-Amer- 
lean, helped the Dons win 60 
straight games, still thealMime 
collegiate record. 


He was also a pivotal play- 


er on the umlofcated 
United 


States basketball team which 
won the gold medal at the 1956 
Olympic Games In Melbourne, 
Australia. 


The C-foot-10 center joined the 


Celtics In 1957 as their No. 1 
pick— a selection which would 
have gone to St. Louis were 
It 
not for the fact that the 


Hawks, fearing he might sign 
instead with the Harlem Globe- 
trotters, traded their rights to 


Russell In exchange for Cliff 
Hagan and Ed Macauley. 


"Big Six," a tag he acquired 


because of his uniform number, 
promptly led Boston to the NBA 
championship, the first of 11 
during his 13-year pro career 
which Included an unprecedent- 
ed eight straight titles. 


That string was snapped In 


1967— Russell's first year as a 
player-coach—by the Philadel- 
phia 76ers. That began the sto- 
ries that Boston's "old men"

playoffs with a fourth-place fin- 
ish. 


The Boston bunch became the 


"miracle men" of 1969 with an- 
other title.

Russell averaged 15.1 points per 
game, plied up 4,096 assists and 
hauled In 21,721 rebounds. He 
added 4,014 rebounds, 770 as- 
sists and a 16.2 average in 165 
playoff games. 


During his caroor the Celtics 


racked up a 162-83 regular-sea- 
son record and a 28-18 mark in

That was before Fitzgerald 


revealed the cost of building 
the 120 C-5A cargo planes 
the government o r d e r e d 
from Lockheed was going to 
cost about $2 billion more 
than the original estimate. 


Now Fitzgerald is a good 


out-of-work efficiency ex,- 
pert. The Air Force abol- 
ished his $31,000-a-year job; 
the Air Force says it was an 
economy measure. Fitzger- 
ald says the Air Force loses 
several times iiis annual sal- 
ary "through the cracks." 


He is a 
mild-mannered 


man who took the conse- 
quences of telling Congress 
about the cost overrun phil- 
osophically. While one secre- 
tary finished clearing out 
her desk and departed for 
the personnel office to find 
out what her new job would 
be, Fitzgerald adjusted his 
glasses—the kind with plas- 
tic rims that are dark on top 
and clear below — and ex- 
plained he was surprised by 
the intensity of the attack 
launched on him after his 
testimony before a Senate 
committee. 


"We had always won these 


little tussles before," he said, 
"but they wanted very badly 
to conceal this one." 


Why? 
Fitzgerald thinks his su- 


periors at the Pentagon be- 
lieved Lockheed was going 
to lose so much money on 
the C-5As that the company 
would go out of business: 
"The estimate is that Lock- 
heed was $671 million over 
the ceiling at the completion 
of the first 58 planes." 


The Air Force wrote a new 


contract including a rcpric- 
ing formula that Fitzgerald 
says was designed to bail out 
Lockheed, According to the 
formula, if the cost of the 
remaining 62 planes ran less 
than 10 per cent over the 
ceiling, the Air Force would 
pay b a c k one-and-one-half 
times the loss. If the prices 
were more than 10 per cent 
above the ceiling, Lockheed 
would get back twice the 
amount from the Air Force. 


"It's a reverse incentive," 


Fitzgerald said. "You can 
see that it would be better 
for Lockheed to be 11 per 
cent over than 9 per cent 
over. Of course, on the first 
groups of planes the overrun 
was nearly 40 per cent. 


"We figured that with 33 


more p l a n e s , Lockheed 
would offset the losses on 
the first run of planes. After 
that, the rest w o u l d be 
gravy." 


That's w h a t Fitzgerald 


told the congressional com- 
mittee studying the defense 
budget. 


"I caused s o m e embar- 


rassment by answering Sen. 
Proxmire's question truth- 
fully," he said. The "ernbar- 
rassnient" caused a flurry of 
activity that reached all the 
way up to the Air Staff 


There was a memo outlin- 


ing three ways Fitzgerald 
could be removed from his 
job—one being to abolish the 
position. Another memo was 
sent to Fitzgerald to inform

him that he had been given 
the status of a career civil 
servant (who couldn't be 
fired) because of a computer 
error. Then he was taken 
off his job as the top man in 
cost control for major wea- 
pons systems and put In 
charge of figuring expenses 
for a servicemen's bowling 
alley in Thailand. 


Rumors about Fitzgerald 


holding stock in a consulting 
firm that handles govern- 
ment contract accounts were 
widespread, Fitzgerald said. 
He was president of the firm 
until he took the Air Force 
job in 1965 but claims' he 
sold all the stock, 30 per cent 
of the company, within a 
month after he took the job. 


"I was even criticized for 


working late and driving an 
old car," he said w r y l y . 
"During the Johnson admin- 
istration, I was accused of 
being a member of an ultra- 
right-wing conspiracy trying 
to destroy our defense sys- 
tem. Lately, with the Repub- 
licans in office, I've been ex- 
plained away as a member 
of a left-wing conspiracy try- 
ing to destroy our defense 
system." 


The most damaging accu- 


sation, according to Fitzger- 
ald, was that he had released 
confidential 
documents to 


congressmen. 
The charge 


was made by the secretary 
of the Air Force in May, 
1969, but was retracted last 
November. 


Despite intimations that 


the administration was look- 
ing for another job for Fitz- 
gerald, lie says he received 
no offers. So he is opening 
his own office in Washington 
and will return to private 
consulting. A lawsuit chal- 
lenging the legality of Fitz- 
gerald's dismissal and the 
investigation that preceded 
may be filed. 


Fitzgerald's f r i e n d s in 


Washington say his dismis- 
sal is another step toward 
closer congressional control 
over Pentagon spending. But 
the Defense Department re- 
organization that eliminated 
Fitzgerald's civilian job in 
the name of economy cre- 
ated a new office to be 
staffed by several Air Force 
members under the direction 
of Col. Frank Ayers. 


Fitzgerald c l a i m s the 


whole group will be assigned 
to do his old iob.

poisoning with bismuth or 
mercury. The chief symp- 
toms are sore mouth and 
gums, ulceration and bleed- 
ing. The treatment would de- 
pend on the cause. 


Q—What U the cause of 


trench mouth? What is the 
best treatment? How can it 
be prevented? 


A—Trench m o u t h , also 


known as Vincent's angina, 
is a bacterial infection. Anti- 
biotics are usually given. 
The use of 3 per cent hydro- 
gen peroxide as a mouth- 
wash four or five times a 
day is also helpful. Often the 
efforts of a physician and a 
dentist are required. Regular 
brushing of the teeth and 
gums and periodic dental 
checkups will prevent a re- 
currence. 


Q—I am bothered witli 


b u r n i n g of my lips and 
tongue. Could tranquilizers 
cause this? 


A—The burning sensation 


is not caused by tranquilizers 
but may be an Indication of 
anemia, excessive smoking, 
a vitamin deficiency or tak- 
ing large doses of an anti- 
biotic. If your physician or 
dentist can find the cause, 
they should be able to help 
you. 


Q—I am troubled with a 


dry mouth, which is worse at 
n i g h t . Vitamins haven't 
helped What do you recom- 
mend? 


A—The commoneit causes 


In winter are dryness of the 
indoor air and failure to 
drink enough water. Other 
causes include taking drugs 
that contain belladonna or 
rauwolfia serpentina, exces- 
sive smoking and chronic- 
rhinitis. Have your doctor de- 
termine whal factors apply 
in your case and eliminate 
the cause. 


SHORT RIBS 


Q— Both c o r n e r s of my 
mouth keep cracking. What 
can I do for this? 


A— Thli may be caused by 


a deficiency of vitamin B or 
an infection with Candida al- 
bicans. Vitamin B Is supplied 
by milk, brewer's yeast, 
meat and whole wheat bread. 
Candidiasls is best treated 
with a lotion that contains 
amphotcricin B, a prescrip- 
tion drug.
